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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Lin fails to disclose every 
element in claims 1 and 16, specifically the use ofan anionic dye of one weight percent with an anionic dispersing agent with another weight 
percent; however, the examiner disagrees. In column 18, lines 26-28, Lin discloses an anionic dye of 0.1 to 15% weight; this teaches the 
claimed invention. In column 21, lines 11-15, it is taught that the anionic stabilizing agent acts as a dispersing agent. In column 21, lines 
46-51, Lin discloses the weight percent ratio of the stabilizing agent to the colorant (dye or pigment) as being from 1:0.1 to 1:3; therefore 
the anionic dispersing agent is within the claimed range. 

Applicant also argues that Lin does not disclose the anionic dye as being in a different embodiment as the anionic stabilizing agent; 
however, the examiner disagres. In column 21 , lines 46-51 , Lin discloses the ratio of the dye (or pigment) to the stabilizing agent 
(dispersing agent). The dye and and stabilizing agent are taught to be in the same ink composition; nowhere does it state that an anionic 
dispersing agent as taught in column 21, lines 11-15 and the anionic dye, as taught in column 18, lines 26-28 cannot and do not act 
together. By teaching the ratios of the dyes and stabilzing agents, Lin discloses the components together in one ink composition. 
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
